give me a clear and definite conception 
of the work of nu officer, and, from dnj- 
to day, just the opportunities 1» p«l "'>' 
consecration <•• the lest. 

"Two things nre slumped lipim ml 
memory In coniicction with the three 
weeks I Hpnnt in Devonshire House.. 
One was a leel lire by ComiiuBSioiier 
Howard ; In; wns then "Vice-Pr.iicipnl. 
About twenty Cadets were present, 
Tho Vloo-Prlnclpal. 

"Ill bis peculiarly impressive style, 
the Vice Principal wild soinelhing to 



thin effect : 'My lads, when I sec you iu 
this room I do uot think of what you 
are, but what yon will be. Without 
mssiiiiiing the role of a prophet, there are 
sonic of you who will become the leading 
olllcers of the Army iu the future. 1 

"On our wny that night to the old 
Helhnal Greeu Arch— to receive a plenti-

This was in the month of November. 
1H81 ; but it was not Until February of 
the following year (hat thipt. George 
Arthur Pollard, accompanied by Lieut. 
Edward Wright— of whom we shall have 
something to sny later on— embarked for 
the Colony of New Zealand. 

In the interval his work was versatile. 
His "travelling" bad to be raised. There 
was no Selr-Denial Fund, and Captain 
Pollard had to visit corps, plead the 
needs of the distant land to which lie 
was commissioned, and one of the events 
wns his walking through the street- of 
Stockton in a while cotton suit, with a 
keen frost and a deep covering of snow 
on the ground.

And Cadet Pcnrccy. who had ex- 
changed her place nt Pecliham for a 
Cadctship at Clapton, was the last to 
wave her handkerchief, and something 
like tears glistened in her eyes.

CHAPTEB V. 

SOUM AHD THE ATHENIANS. 

Athens wan the lovely capital of the 
Ionian State of Attica. The city was 
named after her Cabled patron, Pnlns 
Atheric, the goddess of War and Wis- 
dom. Theseus is claimed by the Atbeu- 
ians as their first King and lawgiver. 
An heroic deed of self-sacrifice is told of 
their last Kins, Codrus. When the 
Dorians were conquering the country ad- 
joining theirs, an oracle bnd told them 
that they would never succeed in con- 
quering Athens if they slew the King or 
that city. The Dorians were forbidden, 
therefore, to strike at Codrus, who pur- 
posely exposed himself in the bottles. 
He therefore disguised himself, went 
into the Dorian camp and picked a quar- 
rel with one of the enemy's soldiers, al- 
lowing himself to he killed in that man- 
lier to have his country. 

After lhe death of Codrus, the Athen- 
ians honored his memory by deciding 
that they would not have anyone less 
noble sitting in his seat. The Kingship 
was abolished and a democratic govern- 
ment established. 

TJnfOrtunntcly a slate of misrule re- 
sulted soon from this change, in conse- 
quence of wbich tbc people called upon 
Draco, the philosopher, to frame laws 
for them. Draco did so : bis laws were 
good but very strict, death being the 
punishment for the least crime. These 
rigid laws beiug impossible to be kept, 
fell into disuse and were forgotten. The 
confusion grew worse until another law- 
giver, Solon, undertook to draw up a 
fresh code of laws. 

Solon lived at an age of extreme men- 
tal activity and development. lie wa~ 
one of the famous Seven Wise Men <■( 
Greece. Ho was nn Athenian by birth 
and of the old royal line. He Im.i 
served bis country ns a warrior and ha.] 
also the experience of extensive travels. 
The Athenians beseeehed him to compile 
new laws for them nt the time they 
were wearied with the misrule of the 
rich and sroat. 

His laws provided a government of 
nine chief magistrates who were elected 
every three years. A council of 4l»> 
nobles worked with them, somewhat re- 
sembling our Senates. Pence nnd wnr 
and banishment of n dangerous individ- 
ual was only decided by the whole of the 
people, who voted according to their 
tribes. 

•Solon's laws were not harsh nnd un- 
natural like those of Spa it a. Pcopl" 
were nllowed lo live ns they plensed, 
but schools for learning and physical 
exorcise hud lu be attended by all child- 
ren. There is no mtHtuko Ihnt the eon- 
ROfiuonccs or Solon's laws were most 
marked ; for in Athens arose some of 
lhe greatest and noblest men of all 
limes. The Athenians wore ns brave as 
the Spnrtans, but much more thoughtful 
nnd wise. It is well-known thnt they 
wore a people of excellent taste and 
unsurpassed sense of beauty; their momi- 
inentH or sculpture nnd architecture serve 
ns models to our present-day artists. 

As It is to-day, so it was in the olden 
times ; one fool enti ask more fiueKtions 
than ten wise men enn answer. Solon 
was so annoyed by foolish questions n- 
liout bis schemes, that he went travel- 
ling, after having set things in order. 

Solou abhorred untruthfulness, ITc 
asked once a great actor, whether he was 
not Ashamed fo tell so many falsehoods. 
"It is only in sport." replied Thospis, the 
actor. "Hut be thnt tells Hen in sport 
will soon tell them in earnest," was 
Solon's impatient reply. 

In his Journeys he visited Iijilin. which 
was a kingdom of Creek settlers In 
Asia Minor. Its river, Pnetolus, con- 
tained gold dtiHt in Its Hnnd, nnd its 
King, Cmesiis, wn» exceedingly rich. 
The latter welcomed Solon mngnlficently 
and showed liim his Immense wealth and

A Magnificent Fleet of 22 Steamers takes the Salvation Army rtf^C Xty^™. P was tbcn 
Excursion Down an Inland Sea — 16,000 People Crowd into 
Beautiful Soderfelge to Hear the General — A Deluge 
Like Rain — Meetings in Circus and Theatre. 
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HE morning was bright nud blue, 
the lake calm ns n pond, and the 
organization so absolutely nnd com- 
pletely perfect, that not the least ap- 
pearance of a hitch occurred. Four or 
five thousand spectators lined the piers 
to witness the departure of the flotilla. 
Purely ns n sight, these early risers were 
well repnid. The si earners, as each 
turned her nose into mid-stream, struct 
a chord of interest on the piers, for each 
represented either a Division of the 
country, or n department of the Army's 
work. The majority nre painted white, 
and this, with the streams of lings flying 
from masthead to run Abend, and the 
bright scarlet nud blue serges of the 
soldiers rornied a pretty picture, when 
brightened, ns it wns, with n glitteriiih 
sun. The duck-like move of the Gen- 
eral's steamer from the pier, and her 
sudden veering round, wns the signal for 
the peiii-np enthusiasm of the fleet and 
the people to let itseir loose. Hurst 
after burst of cheering thrilled the 
scene. Then the band on the small 
quarter-deck, as soon ns her snow-white 
bull Iny broadside to the coneonrse on tlu- 
shore, struck up n Swedish melody. The 
General climbed the captain's bridge, 
waved his lint nnd in an instant lake and 
lnnd were trnnsronned into a whirling, 
fluttering stream of white. It was a 
pretty sight. 

On the Sea. 

Fully iwo hours were occupied in sail- 
ing down the inland sea to the villnge- 
port and holiday-centre of Sodertclge. 
And all the n-ny we had n succession of 
scenes, on n smaller scale, similar to lhe 
parting nt the pier. Families in enmp 
nt the sea-side, or on the verandahs of 
villas. Buttered the inevitable handker- 
chief.

Along a baking and dusty ronil. 
shadowed by trees, the soldiers tramped 
to the Army's grounds, the entire dis- 
embarkation and other arrangements be- 
ing carried out once more without n 
bitch. 

The camp nt Sodertclge is a patch of 
forest, the freehold property of the 
Army. In form It consists of a hill with 
n steeper incline on the enst than on the 
west side, The plntform nnd orcbestrn 
which will sent 1,000 people, hns n 
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Surrounding the entrance are myriads or 
coffee and minerul wnter vendors from 
the city and surrounding villages. Neni 
the eiitnince to the grounds— which arc, 
of course, enclosed by eight-foot board- 
ing—is n storm refuge. Auxiliaries' can 
teen, genera] canteen, and tents for the 
various departments. 

In this vast natural amphitheatre the 
General led a holiness meeting and a 
hill vat ion meeting— the first nt 11:110, the 
second at 3:15. Animated as were the 
grounds before the meetings began, nt 
the sound of the bugle they assumed 
cathedral-like stillness— n further testi- 
mony to the people's interest ir. the real 
issues of the day and to the good man- 
agement. 

At eleven n sndden gloom fell on the 
scene. A eloud as big as n city and ns 
black as ink rested right above the 
gronnds. 

1 have been caught in a rain on n 
Welsh mountain, stood on the deck <if n 
P. and O. in Colombo Harbor while the 
heavens dropped biickelfuls of water, 
but nothing I have experienced came 
nenr thin deluge nt Sodcrtelge. It bowed 
canteens and tents to the ground. 
Bwnmpcd stalls, flooded the natural 
gutters, nnd drenched people to the skin. 
Such visitations, however, nre always 
brief, nnd ns soon as the cloud dissolved 
itself nnd a slrantu of siiiishine struck 



In the afternoon the crowd was aug- 
mented considerably, aud again the Gen- 
eral handled them with the same match- 
less skill that compelled interest in his 
message and the same wonderful mani- 
festation ot convicting power. 

An interesting ceremony preceded this 
meeting. Itnngcd immediately behind 
the General were twenty-five Corps 
Cndets, who, at the bidding of the Gen- 
eral, stepped forward hefore the hand- 
rail, and were dedicated as the first 
nucleus of this growing movement, under 
the colors. 

The Geuernl's charge after referring 
to the progress of the Corps Cadets in 
England, was nn injunction of faith, 
truthfulness, selr-denial. and persever- 
ance. The Cadets were of n bright nnd 
intelligent order, and as the entire com- 
pany rose, and, with right hand out- 
stretched towards the Hag, the General 
prayed, a feeling of sympathy swept over 
the congregation, nud maiiv hearts were 
moiled. Tw,.niy-!hr. r mcr. and women 
sought salvation nt the close. A mnrch- 
pnst. a well-arranged and pictorial nllnir, 
with a procession to the boats, closed the 
events of the day. But the most striking 
sight, as such, was the final farewell at 
.Sodertclge piers. The shade.? ot night 
had fallen when the boats dropped their 
moorings, and ns they steamed out of 
tin- narrow Jock, with the bands in full 
blast, the echo on tbc still air was fas- 
cinating, especially when the eve rested 
on the banks nud hiHs marked blnck and 
while with the thousands nnd thousands 
of people wishing the General God- 
speed. 

Salvation In a Circus. 

The Alhaiuhrn of Stockholm wns en- 
gaged r ( «r two meetings the next dnv. 
full. The 
ndnptcd for 
twenty-five 
separate entrances, euch leading to n 
flort of sheep-pen enclosure, with no 
direct nislc to the penitent form. The 
promenade circus is wide, and wns the 
rendezvous of all the characters thnt, to 
say the least do not ndd to the reputation 
of the establishment. 

The General's task wns Golinthan. 
God marvellously helped him. The Holy 
Ghost spoke powerfully through his 
winced arrows of searching truth, nnd 
perhaps the best battle tbc General has 
yet won on the Continent of Europe was 
decided when fifty men nnd women 
walked, or were led, from all p.irts of 
the circus into the arena. 

Hut this, after nil, is but the skeleton, 
or framework of tbc General's visit to 
Stockholm. The soul of it was himself. 
The gains of the campaign Cannot be 
tabulated from the returns of the recruit- 
ing-sergeant, encouraging as these were. 
The most prominent results were nn- 
•Jnublcdly those ot which the public 
knew nothing. 

The General held four Field Officers' 
meetings, a united meeting of I.ocal nnd 
Field Officers, nnd n Staff mating— all 
richly clothed with nn unction of love 
and unity such as found a fitting ex- 
pression In a baptism of svmpnthy nnd 
loynlfy nt the close, which made it difll- 
cult for the Officers to sepnrnto from 
each other.

Moses wns up ill the mount talking t« 
God. and slaying, ns he did, n long while 



in that blessed communion, the doubting 
hearts he had lert behind concluded thnt 
they should never see him ngain. They 
forthwith threw OH the restraint which 
bis presence would have exercised, and 
their uiurmuriugs nnd questionings found 
vent in the request for nn idol. 

This shows Erst that they must have 
been people whose memories were of 
that short, ungrateful chnracter which 
takes God's gifts as n matter of course, 
nml forgets the next day by Whom they 
were given. They had had abundant 
proofs not only of the existence of God, 
bill of His special favor and blessing 
towards thorn, yet now they enn, in a 
moment's impulse overthrow their faith 
and withhold their service to seek n 
god of gold ; and this in the face of the 
fact that they had been so strictly com 
mnnded— "Tiiou sbnlt have no other 
gods but Me." 

Then their nelion also reveals the 
flimsy spirit which must hnvc actuated 
their worship, even while it had been 
given. If it had been real heart-alleg- 
iance to God, it would have been as true 
when Moses was away ns when he led 
them personally. Pure religion and un- 
detilcd is the same under and without 
supervision — change of leaders, absence 
of spiritual shepherds, or altera (ion of 
circumstances make no difference to it. 

The meet punishment of this iniquity 
Would have been destrnetiou, nnd this in 
justice would have fallen upon the idol- 
aters hud it not been for the prayer of 
Moses, by whose iutcicessiou mercy 
withheld the avenging sword and gave 
the undeserving another clinnce. And 
there hare been numberless illustra- 
tions throughout laler history thai the 
prayer of the righteous prevails with 
God for men.

(Wc subsequently found out Unit we 
hnd entered tbe Dower house, where the 
Dowager widows of various generations 
resided together nt the expense of the 
bend of the family, the Baronet next 
door.) 

We were cordially received and nn 
account of our work invited, Wc utilized 
every opportunity of bringing in the 
sublime truths nnd principles of our 
God. A magnificent Grnnd Pinno was 
in the apartment, and the Bnronet asked 
me to sing one of our little Army songs. 
With trembling h'.irt, nnd with n prayer 
on my lips that the effort put forth in 
weakness migbt ho hlessed and used of 
God, I snng in the Gnjnrnthi language 
thnt glorious song— 

"Just ns I nm, without, one- plea." 

It wns with glad hallelujahs in our 
hearts my comrade and I subsequently 
bnde farewell, rejoicing thnt we had 
been so privileged us to wuft through 
tin lofty castle on wings of holy song, 
such messages of Divine yearning nnd 
inspiration. 

Not always were we Ihns received 
but tbe tokens of appreciation out of 
regard for our lofty Hindu garb am] our 
chosen unlive habits, were amply suffic- 
ient to encourage us forward in sprend- 
ing a knowledge of Jesus and His power 
to save amongst ihe l^ire Worshippers 
of Bombay.
